Following road trips to Missouri and Kansas, Nebraska's 
Cornhuskers return home this evening to host coach Ken 
Trickey’s Cyclones from Iowa State University. 


Overall, Nebraska is 11-7 and 4-2 in the Big 8, good for a 
2nd place tie, The Huskers returned from Kansas Wednesday 
where they lost, 72-44. Last Saturday, Nebraska was beaten 
at Missouri, 88-74. 


Iowa State is 8-10 overall and 2-4 in the Big 8. Last 
Wednesday, the Cyclones defeated Oklahoma at Ames, 
90-89. 


After 18 games, the Huskers are led in scoring by junior 
All Big 8 guard Jerry Fort with a 17.0 points-a-game average. 


Leading rebounder for the Huskers are Bob Siegel and 
Steve Erwin. Siegel is averaging 7.5 rebounds-a-game and 
Erwin has a 6.5 average. 


Husker coach Joe Cipriano, who will be eying his 206th 
career win tonight, said the Iowa State matchup will be a 
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crucial contest. “It’s nice to return home to the Coliseum,” 
he said. “Iowa State is a very offensive minded ballclub 
and it will put our defense to an extreme test.” 


Iowa State's leader after 17 games is 6-3 junior guard 
Hercle Ivy. Ivy, who is the Big 8’s leading scorer, is averag- 
ing 28.4-points-a-game, Behind Ivy is 6-7 junior Art Johnson 
who is averaging 16.4. 


Steve Burgason, 6-7 sophomore forward, is the Cyclones 
leading rebounder with a 9.4 average. Behind Burgason is 
Johnson averaging 9.0-rebounds-a-game. 


Trickey describes tonight’s game as “a contest of marked 
contrast.” “It will be our offense against Nebraska’s de- 
fense,’ he said, “It will be our loose type of ball club against 
their control team. It should be real interesting.” 


Nebraska and Iowa State met twice last year, splitting 
two games with the Huskers winning 91-88 and Iowa State 
winning 76-58. Nebraska leads the series 88-67.
